governcd by the Aion of Light and Heat, and. the Y'orld 
1s notunlike to a Clock well ordercd ; it is evident, That 
the Addition of Light doth operare ſomewhat more than 
uſual, and diſturbs or puts our of frame ordinery Adtions, 
and the regular courſe of rhings. Theſe things premiſed, 1 
intend (God aſſiſting) to give unto the world-1n rivs ſhort 
cnſuing Difconrſe, what account I am able of that Comet 
or (Stella Crinita) and its natural fignification, which ap- 
peared from the 9. of December (if not ſooner) 1652. until

The Ar:ſtotelians do ſay that a Camet is an carthly waponr, 
ſomewhat thick, faſt and fat m ſubſtance, like Oyl or Biralime, 
which being drawn upwards near to the Sphear of the ficry Elc- 
went, is there, by Heat rarified, &c. 

The Stoucks ſay, Comets are ordinary Stars, &c. Bur this 
epinion hath no conſent of Antiquity, 1cad Seneca ; ſome 
hold a Comet to be only a Cloud purged' and purified from 
earthly matter and groflenelſs, receiving Light from other 
Star's, and then cafting abroad clear ſtreakes of brightneſs, 
{mall and ſlender like unto hair or fine-wroughr flax ; and 
this hath much of reaſon to confirm it 3 yer do 1 held all 
Comets to be ſupernatural, arid that the matrer of rhem 1s 
nor perfe&ly known unto mortal men. Paracelſus , a grea- 
rer naturaliſt than 4riffotle, plainly rell us, That a Corvet is 
Creſcens ſingulare, not produced from any Matrix, or any 
ſeed, but compoſed by Angels or Spirits : and theſe ſaith, 
he ds uſually foretell furure Events, cither bleſſings or 
misforruncs, life or Death, Dearth or plenty, War or Pcace : 
rhe Spirits well knowing ſuch or ſuch accidents ſhall come 
to pals, do form a Star or Comet, and give it figure or ſhape 
as they plcaſe, and lead or draw along through the Ayr 
| 47 or lower the ſaid Comet, the better thar people may 

behold ir, that ſo from thence they might draw a fignih- 
cation of thoſe Events, which are likely to enſuc ; and 
more plainly in his 8. Book De Meteoris, he maintains 
thus much, that a Comet is not derived from any natural 
cauſe, bur its beginning and continuance is performed by 
Axeels or Spirits, and that it portends uſually ſome new 
er unuſual thing at hand, ſome ſudden mutation or-pub- 
like cvil, or = ſuch like matter prejudicial ro -1 ole 
Regjons where itis vifitde, and that the courſc, and motion 
thereof is wholy direRed by Spirits or 'Ange's, thar they

For we belicve that the Configurat:ons of 
the ſuperior bodys ought not wholiy to be excluded this 
judgment,eſpec:ally of the two ſuperior Plancrs Saturn and 
Tupiter , when their Conjunttions or Oppoſitions ſhall tall 
out iny or towards the Autumn of thoſe ycarcs wherein there 
is n27 much moylture. 

There are many things conſiderable crc a true Judgment 
can bc given upon this Comets efte&s.viz, Magnitude, Colour, 
Splendor, Form , Continuance , Seat, Place , Motion , Relation 
tothe S:42,habir as to parts of the ord. | 

This Comet was not great, it ſeemed ro the eye to be neere 
unto the bigneſs of a peurer platter of 14. or 15 . inches Diz+ 
merer;zand round,bur art ſomctimes &in ſome parts it appea= 
red with a tail. Irs Colour was wateriſh or lke unto Tin, 
with us in Lo#don of a leaden Colony , during the 9, 10, It, 
and 12, daycs of December , afterwards it became of a more 
obſcure, paler , wareriſh colour , or duskiſh , neere unto an 
imperte dull leaden colour,towards its vaniſhing, and late 
in the night, the Colour was ſcarce diſcerngble,or what was, 
ſeemed more pale or warteriſh if poſſible,the marrer beeing 
ſpent, ard irs luſter deparred or decayed;lI very well remem- 
ber the tenth of December when firſt I beheld it , being a- 
broad in the ſtreers , its colour was tranſparent almoſt like 
unto a clcere Tinny colour, in ſo much as having not heard 
any thing of a Comet , I judged what I ſaw was ſome va« 
pors colle&ed into that form about rhe Moon , bur preſent- 
ly entring my ſtudy , 1 found the Moon in Virgo,and nor a- 
bove the Horjzon ; I then judfed it a Comet or Some unuſuall 
apparition. 

It did continue vifible more or leſs as the aire was cither 
ſerene or dark about twenty dayes , Some ſay more , and 
then vaniſhed towards the North Pole , as uſually all Co-

1672. VF, juſt one hundred vcares after the appearance 
of that famous New Star in Caſropcia , calls unto my mind 
the Oracle of Sibylia which necr upon thar time will begin 
to manitcſt ir ſelf efteually, viz.
